Bribery Rampant at the Close of the 


Eighteenth Century. 


Votes havo been purchased shame- 


lessly and on a huge scale in British 
elections. An arrangement was once 
made In the borough ot Wendover br 
which two candidates were, to bir 
elected after a distrib.ittoa of £0,000 
($30,000) among tho voters. The ac- 
count reads: 
"This being settled a 


gentleman was employed to go down, 
when ho was met according to pre- 
vious appointment by the electors 
about a'mile from tho town. The elec- 
tors asked the stranger 
where he 


camo from. 
He replied, 'From tho 


moon.' They then nsked, 'What HGWB 
from tho moon?' 
Ho answered that 


ho had brought from hence £0,000 
to bo distributed among them.

electors, being thus satisfied with the 
golden, news from the moon, choso tho 
candidates and 
received 
their re- 


ward." 
At Hindon a man. dressed fantastic- 


ally as tho dancing Punch called at 
the house oE the voters and left be- 
hind him sums of flve to ten guineas 
($25 to $50}). Another device was to 
collect the citizens at the inns and 
hand them their reward through a 
hole hi the door. For these offenses 
the house of commons passed a reso- 
lution that Hindon should he disfran- 
chised, but so lax were the morals of 
the time—the close ot tho eighteenth 
century—that 
tho 
resolution 
was 


never acted upon. 


Again in 1S59 tho "Man in the 


Moon" turned up in Wakefield. 
He 


went about openly distributing money 
and did not appear to be in the least 
ashamed of his occupation. At Dub- 
lin, in 1S68, a hole in tho wall served 
the purpose of a distributing center 
for 
the £5 
(?25) notes, while at 


Shattesbury an alderman paid through 
a hole in the door o£ his office a sum 
o£ 20 guineas ($100) to each elector.

Road-tarring on a large scale ha 


been seen in France during the pre 
aratlon for the Grand Prix race. Th 
tarring is carried out on the Lassal 
]y system by the use of the most 1m 
proved apparatus for heating the ta 
and applying It to the surface of thb 
road. Commenced on the 25th of May, 
the operation lasted scarcely ten days 
for the 500,000 square yards which 
were covered, employing two gangs, 
each made up of six drivers and eight 
horses, together with eight men for 
spreading the tar, counting the men 
needed for sanding the road after the 
tarring. 
A line road Is the result of 


this operation, 
says 
the 
Scientific 


American, and It shows that by the 
use of the proper apparatus a large 
extent of road can be treated within 
a short time and with a small amount 
cf labor. At the last moment the ex- 
cess of sand which covers the layer of 
tar will be swept off by 
the 
four 


sweeper wagons employed by M. Las- 
sailly, when the cars will be able to 
run under Ideal conditions.

process, far from being an extra ex-

ALKALINE OR SAt-INE SOILS. 


•Jot So by Nature But Lack of Rain 


Caume« the Condition. 


Alkaline and saline soils are not so 
' nature, but are BO only because 
he climates In which they exist are 
argcly dry and the rain water is not 
abundant enough to wash out the 
alkali and the salt. In the semi-arid 
west the evaporation Is very great 
and a large part of the water in the 
soil never reaches the rivers, but Is 
carried off Into the air by the process 
if evaporation. The salts and alkaliei 
if the soil have been set loose from 
he rocks and ledges in their slow 
decomposition. 
Were the tioil water 


enough abundant these salts and al- 
kalies would have been carried down 
nto the sea. As It was, they wer« 
carried up by the alow movement up- 
ward ot the soil water. 


Even In humid climates there ar« 


found here and there places that aro 
so alkaline that the ordinary farm 
crops cannot be raised, says Farmers- 
Review. The reason for this in of the 
same nature 
as in tho other case, 


though the process of its application 
is a little different. 
The writer saw 


a small pond in Lake county, Illinois, 


und the rim of which was a strip of 


barren soil. 
This 
barrenness 
had 


been caused by the evaporation of the 
water from that pond. 
The secret 


was that the pond had no outlet deep 
enough to draw off Its waters. When 
the summer days became dry and the 
sun hot the outlet was rendered use- 
less by the waters of the pond having 
been evaporated to such an extent 
that the surface was lower than the 
outlet. 
The sides of the pond then 


acted like a lamp wick, drawing the 
water from the pond and evaporating 
It Into the air. In this process all the 
salts In the pond and the little alkali 
there was passed through this earthen 
lampwick, and In the evaporation of 
the water the chemical contents of tho j 
water were left behind. While tho ; 
amounts In the water were not great 
enough to cause 
barrenness, 
when 


these chemicals became concentrated 
In a little area of soil, they became 
predominant and caused the barren- 
ness complained of. The solution of 
tho problem was perhaps not reached 
by the'farmer that owned the pond 
but It was to lower the outlet till it 
would carry oft the waters. 
Or tho 


pond could have been dammed and 
the alkali soaked out and the outlet 
then lowered. The latter way would 
have removed the alkali In a mucU 
shorter time than would have been 
the case of the outlet had simply been 
lowered and the rains left to gradu- 
ally wash out the alkali. But either 
way would have been successful and 
the method that took the longest time 
to accomplish the cad would have 
cost the least money.

(?25 to $30)). Another device was to 
collect the citizens at the Inns and 
hand them their reward through a 
hole In the door.

alkali and the salt. 
In the semi-arid 


west the evaporation is very great 
ind a large part of the water in the 
oil never reaches the rivers, but 19 
arrlcd off into the air by the process 
if evaporation. The salts and alkalies 
of the soil have besn set loose from 
he rocks and ledgca in their slow 
lecomposition. 
Were the aoll water 


enough abundant those salts and al- 
kalies would have boon carried down 
nto the sea. As it was, they wera 
carried up by the alow movement up- 
ward of the soil water. 


Even In humid climates there ara 


found hero and there places that are 
so alkaline that tho ordinary farm 
crops cannot be raised, says Farmers' 
Review. Tho reason for this Is of tho 
same nature 
as In tho other case, 


though the process of Its application 
Is a little different. 
The writer saw 


a small pond in Lake county, Illinois, 
round the rim of which was a strip of 
barren soil. 
This 
barrenness 
had 


been caused by the evaporation of tho 
water from that pond. 
The secret 


was that the pond had no outlet deep 
enough to draw off Its waters. When, 
the summer days became dry and the 
sun hot tho outlet was rendered use- 
less by tho waters of the pond having 
been evaporated to such an extent 
that the surface was lower than the 
outlet. 
The sides of tho pond then 


acted like a lamp wick, drawing the 
water from the pond and evaporating 
it Into the air. In this process all the 
salts in the pond and tho littlo alkali 
there was passed through this earthen 
lampwick, and in the evaporation of 
the water the chemical contents of tho 
water were loft behind. While tho 
amounts in tho water were not great 
enough to cause 
barrenness, 
when 


these chemicals became concentrated 
in a little area of soli, they became 
predominant and caused the barren- 
ness complained of. The solution of 
the problem was perhaps not reached 
by the farmer that owned the pond, 
but It was to lower tho outlet till It 
would carry off the waters. 
Or the 


pond could have been dammed and 
the alkali soaked out and the outlet 
then lowered. The latter way would 
have removed the alkali in a much 
shorter time than would have been 
the case of the outlet hart simply been 
lowered and the rains left to gradu- 
ally wash out the alkali. But either 
way would havo been successful and 
the method that took the longest time 
to accomplish tho end would have 
cost the least money.

A WHEAT GRASS. 


Related to Common Quack Grass But 


May Have Economic Value. 


Tho grass shown In our Illustration. 


Is known as Agropyron .canlnum (L. 


' and S., awned or 
flberous-rooted 


wheat grass, and Is related 
to tho 


common quack or crouch grass. 
It 


proved apparatus for beating the ta 
antl applying It to the surface of th 
road.

Good Roads and Rural Malls. 


It Is announced that the government

unob- 


structed by gates; there must be no 
unbrldged creeks or streams not ford- 
able at any season of the year." In

ments that enable them to obtain 
rural delivery service, but sometimes 
he efforts to keep up the roads aro 
elaxed. But the government has de-

Democrat, for If alive to their own in- 
terests and their duty to the public 
they would give their roads vigorous 
and constant attention. The idea that 
a route once authorized is necessarily 
permanent is a mistake. Advice on 
the best road methods Is supplied by 
the agricultural department, and a 
neighborhood that loses its rural de- 
livery must Itself bear the discredit 
for so unpleasant and humiliating an 
event.

The president said that under a wise

gross should avoid any demagogic leg- 
islation, President Roosevelt had this 
to suggest: 


"But, on the other hand, It shall and 


must ultimately he understood that 
tho United States government, on bo 
half of tho people of the United States, 
has and is to exercise the power of 
supervision and control over tho busi- 
ness use of this great wealth—in the 
first place, over all of the work of the 
common carriers of the nation, and, In 
the next place, over the work of all 
the great corporations which directly 
or Indirectly do any interstate busi- 
ness whatever—and this Includes al- 
most all of Uie great corporations." 


President Roosevelt referred to what 


already has been accomplished in this 
respect and complimented

Knox, of Pennsylvania, formerly at- 
torney general of the United States, 
for the part he had played in prose- 
cuting tho big cases brought by the 
government.

The president opened his address

PRESIDENT TO URGE REFORM IN 


MESSAGE TO CONGRESS. 


WIN Recommend Enactment of Inheri- 


tance Tax Law—Field Estate 


an Instance. 


Washington. — President 
Roose- 


velt has Inserted in the prelimin- 
ary draft of his forthcoming annual 
message to congress a 
recommenda- 


tion that a law be passed imposing a 
national tax upon Inheritances. Th* 
president first called public attention 
to this idea in Ills celebrated "muck 
rake" speech which he delivered at 
the laying of tho corner stone of the 
office building of the house of repre- 
sentatives April 14 last. 


Therein he expressed the view that 


ultimately the United States 
would 


havo to consider the adoption of somo 
such scheme as that of a progressive 
tax on all fortunes beyond a 
certain 


amount cither given in life or devised 
or bequeathed upon death to any In- 
dividual—a tax so framed as to put It 
out of tho ]K>wer of tho owner of one 
of these enormous fortunes to hand on 
more than a certain amount to any 
ono Individual. Such taxation should 
be aimed merely at the Inheritance or 
transmission In their entirety of those 
fortunes swollen beyond all 
healthy 


limits. 


He deeply regrets, for Instance, that 


there was no such law to prevent Mar- 
shall Field from tying up his estate 
in the way he did. The Field fortune 
is regarded as having "swollen beyond 
all healthy limits" at the time ot its 
creator's death. It will be a positive 
menace by the time It is turned over 
to the heirs. 


If John D. Rockefeller and other 


wealthy men of the country should 
follow the example of Mr. Field there 
would develop an oligarchy of wealth 
which would 
bring disaster to 
the 


American people.

Shocks, frights and do- 
blllly after some acute illness aro tho 
causes to which Iho onset Is most 
frequently attributed by paronts. Im- 
itation Is undoubtedly an occasional 
cause, children 
having 
often 
been 


known to start the habit when put In 
charge of a stuttering nursemaid. A 
friend ot mine, who was extremely 
fond of horses and wa» hardly to bo 
kept out ot the stables, acquired 
it 


most' obstinate ntultor from the groom. 
Adenoid vegetations are often met 
with and arc important as a predlspon- 
ing cause, alnco they tend to prevent 
the proper filling of the chest with 
air. When present they should bo ro- 
move 3 as a preliminary measure, al- 
though It must not bo expected that 
their removal will lead to a prompt 
cessation of the stutter.—Lancet
